LETTERHEAD OF STERN AND BARNARD WITH THEM AND

MEMBERS. "MR. VAN NIEKERK/DR" TYPED IN FOLLOWING "OUR 
REFERENCE"'. LETTER REFERS TELEPHONE CONVERSATION AND

US WITH THE UNDERSTANDIN; THAT YOU MAY BE ABLE TO MAKE

EIGHT ACCUSED PROVIDED IT SURE IT IS DEALING WITH 
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BONA FIDE FIRM SOLICITORS. LAWYERS' COMMITTEE HAS HAD 
NO CONFIRMATION FROM O'LINN OR VAN BILJON OF THE 
REFERENCE OF ITS LETTER OF AUG 10 TO STERN AND 
BARNARD AND NO ONE HERE HAS INFORMATION ON THIS FIRM OR
